YORK  CORRE5PONDENCE 

THE  GREAT  TRIAL. 

Photoumapu  in.— UraniM«  thb  Case  — 
A  Oallkbt  or  Jukobh. 

New  Yokb,  Jan.  18,  1878. 


Lbmuu.  D.  Moantn,  uf  Brooklyn,  senior 
ol  the  attorneys  proper  oi  Mr.  TiltoD,  and 
the  ( ounael  who  has  studied  the  case  from 
its  inception,  occupied  the  attention  of  the 
Jnryin  nine  hoars  of  i  rguaent  and  state- 
meat  in  opening  the  case.  It  ia  a  capital 
advantage  ol  the  attack  in  all  causes  to 
pre  occupy  and  impress  the  jury  with  ila 
view  of  the  cue,  in  the  ootact  and  Mr. 
Morns  makes  the  most  of  it,  leaving  no 
uutried,  to  pre  possess  the  twelve  men 
with  evidcoce  of  the  unquestionable  guilt 
of  the  defendant. 

Mr.  Morris's  manner  was  very  solemn 
and  deliberate  as  well  as  oratoricaL  to  an 
extreme.  His  alowly  elaborated  periods, 
long  pausea,  and  frequent  alternations  of 
the  tragic  whisper  and  the  tragic  mar,  teas¬ 
ed  and  wearied  the  well  educated  audience 
and  elicited  generally  unfavorable  com¬ 
ment  in  the  pnpera,  whose  reporters  were 
kept  on  a  constant  strain  to  catch  hla  inau¬ 
dible  postages.  But  he  understood  hit  bu- 
ineas,  and  hia  business  was  ail  with  the 
twelve  men  who  sat  within  reach  of  hia 
finger  and  whisper.  He  knew  that  some 
ol  them  were  babes,  who  must  he  fed  with 
a  solution  in  tea-apoonn-ful,  and  mu  t  not 
he  led  ao  fast  as  to  choke  and  bewilder 
them,  but  must  have  a  long  pans--  for 
swallowing  each  clause  of  a  sentence  ad¬ 
ministered.  He  also  knew  that  some  of 
them  must  be  physically  impressed,  if  at 
alL  and  that  what  be  failed  to  convey  by 
ex prewt re  modulations  of  voice  and  man¬ 
ner,  would  be  mostly  lost.  Any  intellect¬ 
ual  person,  on  the  contrary,  would  be  much 
better  for  reading  than  for  hearing  hla 
speech. 

MB.  BKKCHKB 

sits  near  hia  counsel's  table,  looking  as  na¬ 
tural  and  unconcerned  as  ever  in  bia  lift, 
tlfftigh  unusually  grave.  He  makes  noma 
in  a  little  book,  and  sometimes  reddens 
under  the  hard  language  that  he  heara. — 
Hia  colloaaal  head  ia  matched  in  sixe  and 
in  strong  self-poastoaion  by  only  one  other 
in  the  throng,  a  few  feet  distant  and  lifted 
on  the  towering  form  of  Theodore  Tilton 
By  biaside,  sits  a  venerable  looking  lady, 
whose  thin  silver  giay  hairr  grows  ever  and 
halt  conceals  a  forehead  of  portentous 
height  for  a  woraar,  shutting  down  close 
pent  brows  over  clear  blue  eyes  that  look 
out  Irom  deep  sockets,  with  fixed  intensity 
upon  the  speaker.  Her  severely  regular 
features  are  colorless,  except  the  thin  and 
■enaitive  lips,  snd  the  whole  expression  is 
one  ol  keen  bat  resolute  endurance  under 
the  pitiless  invective  and  testimony  the  has 
come  to  receive  upon  her  own  head  aa  oue 
with  her  husband.  It  is  Mr.  Beecher's 
wife -the  only  woman  admitted  to  witness 
the  trial.  It  is  a  touching,  a  coble,  shall  T 
not  say  a  «nblime  exhibition  of  wifely  de- 
votiou  and  fortitude.  She  is  plainly  dress¬ 
ed,  in  dark  purple  merino  or  the  hk<*,black 
gloves,  and  black  velvet  hat,  trimmed  with 
lace  and  featbrr  to  match  ;  the  only  colors 
being  a  bine  tie  and  a  blue  wrap,  over 
which  ia  thrown  a  handsome  fur  seal  cloak. 
Mrs  Tilton  was  allowed  to  listen  to  what 
woj  said  ol  the  matters  closely  affecting  her 
self  and  concerning  which  she  may  assist  as 
connsel,  although  aisqualified  as  witness. 
But  the  jury — 

thb  fatbvcl  twii.te 
on  whom  it  devolves  to  pronounce  the  sol¬ 
emn  sentence  of  acquittal  or  condemna¬ 
tion  on  the  great  man  at  the  bnr — now  draw 
upon  themselves  a  deeper  interest  than  any 
ot  the  other  figures  before  us.  Alter  a 
pretty  careful  study  of  the  jury.  I  am  satis 
ned  that  it  could  not  be  any  better  and  be 
«  fair  representative  of  the  system.  A  bet¬ 
ter  jury  than  this  would  be  a  mutt  inequi¬ 
table  allowance  to  this  pl*intiff  and  delt  a 
drat,  remarkable  men  as  they  are.  In  the 
tir»t  place,  there  does  not  appear  to  be  a 
fool  in  the  lot — which  is  perhsp*  as  re 
markable  a  thing  as  there  is  in  Tilton, 
Beecher,  or  the  case  itself.  Nor  do  I  see  a 
positively  bad  physiognomy  or  cr.miura  a- 
mong  them,  whether  considered  as  to  tuor 
al  or  intellectual  indications.  There  are 
only  two  elderly  hearts — Chester  Carpenter 
the  foreman,  and  Griffin  B.  Halstead  ;  both 
gentlemen  of  good  social  position  and  cut 
ture.  Both  these  eldeily  heads  are  very 
fine  ones,  with  expansive,  globose  fore¬ 
head*  There  are  three  other  “globora'1 
foreheads,  on  a  smaller  scale,  amo  g  the 
jurymen,  of  inlerior  education  and  social 
status — Hull,  Thayer  and  McMurn.  Three 
others  of  a  middle  class,  intelligent  young 
businessmen,  vib.  Casa,  Jeffry  A  Filter, 
bare  high,  (quare  built  foreheads.  Thi* 
makes  two  thirds  ol  the  jury  with  bettor 
than  average  heads,  on  the  outside,  si  least. 

Of  the  other  four,  Taylor  is  a  fair  look 
tngmnn;  Davie,  though  nothing  marked 
in  appearance,  evidently  has  a  good  wind ; 
Whelan,  you  can  sea  at  a  glance,  ia  no  fool ; 
and  Flato  ia  presumed  to  be  the  poorest 
stick  on  lha  jnry,  yet  lie  begins  to  look  tol¬ 
erably  intelligent  end  interested,  as  I  get 
ncqnainted  with  his  face.  The  jury  con¬ 
tains  no  attendant.  p*at  or  present,  upon 
Mr.  Bneeber't  preselling,  and  so  far  as  can 
be  known,  no  person  binaaed  in  his  favor 
by  kindred  proclivities  toward  a  free  con¬ 
struction  nf  the  scriptural  standards  in 
theology  and  moral*. 

at  Tan  hkad  of  ran  jonr 
site  n  stout,  well-drasard  gentleman,  with 
small,  dark  blua  eye*,  a  abort,  broad,  clean 
ahaved  faca,  thrown  upward  in  vigilant 
attention— a  gnnal  expression,  and  a  large 
rwund  forehead,  from  which  the  hair  has 
rr-treatad,  and  lolls  over  behind  the  rare  — 
This  la  Mr.  CuKamn  CanPEMTsm,  the  fore¬ 
man.  Ha  la  of  Kngliab  descent,  born  in 
Hudson,  N.  Y.,  in  1814,  and  for  twenty 
years  a  reaidant  of  Brooklyn.  He  la  a 
member  of  Di.  Duryea'e  (Presbiterian) 
church.  Aftor  reading  Mr.  Beecher's  state¬ 
ment,  he  bed  a  decided  opinion.  Hla  sons 
and  daughter*  were  decided  and  divided 
In  their  opinions.  Bat  “the  last  sermon 
he  reed  of  Mr.  Beecher's,  on  the  subject  of 
theatres  and  Sunday  amusement*,  effected 
a  complete  eount  tract  ten  of  hla  opinion, 
and  lei t  him  in  a  suspense  of  judgment.” 
It  is  stay  to  see  what  states  hia  mind  paw¬ 
ed  through.  He  disliked  the  sermon  ana 
reasoned  possibly  that  one  whe  easily  dia 
penaed  with  or  explained  away  one  of  the 
ight  do  the  same  with 

another.

to  your  duty  aa  an  American  citizen 
to  obey  tbe  laws,  even  il  they  are,  in  your 
belief,  unjust  or  unwise.  General  Grant 
once  shrewdly  said  that  the  beat  way  to 
procure  the  repeal  of  an  unjust  or  unwise 
law  was  to  rigorously  enforce  it.  It  ia 
joui  right  to  expose  the  lolly  or  injustice 
of  a  law,  to  demand  its  repeal,  and  to  try 
to  get  a  majority  to  repeal  it.  But  while 
it  remains  a  law,  you  are  to  obey  it. 

It  to  your  duty,  if  you  are  of  age  and  a 
ni*D,  to  vote  at  all  elections  and  to  inform 
yourself  beforehand  what  measures  and 
man  you  ought  aa  a  good  citixen  to  sup¬ 
port. 

It  is  your  duty  to  resist  upon  the  prompt 
exemiuon  of  she  tews;  to  be  ready,  even 
at  much  personal  iuoonveuieoo  ,  to  aid  in 
their  enforcement, .|f  you  are  called  upon 
by  proper  officers,  sad  to  resent  with  In- 
dlgnatiop  every  sign  of  lawlessness  and 
violence,  and  to  require  its  vigorous  sup- 
pieaaion.  For  instance,  if  n  riet  should 
break  out  in  n  city  where  you  ore  iivjn 
you  are  not  to  go  out  of  town  until  it  au_ 
sides;  but  you  are  to  hasten  to  offer  your 
support  to  the  authorities,  and  to  require 
their  prompt  and  decisive  action  to  restore 
order. 

It  is  your  duty — if  you  are  a  voter — to 
serve,  when  called  on,  as  a  grand  or  petit 
juror ;  nod  this,  at  even  great  inconveni¬ 
ence. 

It  is  your  duty,  if  you  are  a  man,  to 
serve  in  tbe  militia,  if  the  law  commands 
It;  and  every  American  voter  ought  to 
have  a  sufficient  knowledge  of  tbe  maanal 
and  use  of  arms  to  enable  him  to  not  effi¬ 
ciently  if  called  out  as  part  of  the  peeee 
eomxtntue  to  put  down  a  riot. 

It  is  your  duty  to  act  generally  with 
peli"  - - 


some  political  party,  and  to  exert  your  in- 
fiaence  upon  its  leaders  to  induce  the  nomi; 
nation  ot  capable  md  honest  men  lor  of¬ 
fice.  And  it  to  your  doty,  If  your  party 
nominate*  a  bed  man,  to  vote  against  him, 
and  than  keep  the  public  and  general  good 
before  your  eyes,  and  set  an  example  el 
true  public  spirit  before  your  fellows. 

It  is  your  duty  to  watch  tbe  conduct  of 
public  officers,  to  see  that  they  perform 
their  dntiea  and  observe  their  constitu¬ 
tional  limitations;  and  if  they  do  net, 
then  it  ia  your  duty  to  help  to  expos* 
them,  and  at  the  elections  to  punish  them.

TRIAL*BY 


JURY. 


When  a  crime  or  an  offense  baa  been 
committed,  and  tbe  police  officers  have  ar¬ 
rested  theperson  suspected  of  It,  the  pros¬ 
ecuting  officer  collects  tbe  evidence  against 
him,  and  upon  the  meeting  of  the  grand 
jury  lays  it  before  them  in  the  form  of  aa 
indictment.  They  investigate  tha  charge ; 
call  witnesses  before  them  if  they  wtoh, 
and  if  they  have  reason  to  believe  guilt 
probable,  they  return  tbs  indictment  with 
the  indorsement,  “A  true  bill.”  If  they 
believe  that  the  charges  are  not  sustained 
they  make  return  “Not  a  true  bilL” 
\Y hereupon  tbe  person  is  released  ;  but  he 
may  be  rearrested  if,  subsequently,  now 
evidence  is  found  against  him. 

The  grand  jury  is  a  body  of  responsible 
dll  tens,  usually  twenty-three  in  number, 
selected  under  th*  eye  of  the  coart.  Wa 
have,  of  coarse,  grand  juries  for  the  Feder¬ 
al  ae  well  aa  the  But*  Courts.  Their 
authority  to  investigate  crime*  and  offenses 
to  not  limited  to  case*  laid  befsre  them  by 
the  prosecuting  officer;  they  may  make 
independent  investigations,  and  if  they 
find  guilt  or  blame,  may  make  what  is 
called  a  presentment,  which  may  there¬ 
upon  be  followed  by  sn  indictment,  and 
this  by  trial.  Upon  the  meeting  of  the 
grand  jury,  it  to  usual  for  the  court  to  in¬ 
struct  them  In  their  duties,  and  It  may 
alto  direct  their  eaaecial  attention  to  noto¬ 
rious  offenses.  All  their  proceedings  are 
secret,  and  the  oath  tbe  grand  jurors  take 
make*  secresy  a  duty. 

The  object  of  a  grand  jury  ia  to  prevent 
injustice.  If  the  prosecuting  attorney 
were  alone  empowered  to  bring  offender* 
to  trial,  be  might  rithcr  misuse  this  power 
for  purposes  of  revenge,  and  thna  annoy 
and  disgrace  innerenD  persons;  or  he 
might  be  bribed  to  withhold  an  indict¬ 
ment.  and  thu*  favor  the  escape  from 
lice  of  wealthy  or  powerful  criminals
